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Report of Selectmen 
‘FOR YEAR ENDING JANUARY 31, 1922 


Pursuant to a resolution passed at the last town 
meeting instructing the Selectmen to install a filter plant 
at the pumping station, and to pay for the same by issu- 
ing serial notes, to be payable $2000 each year, your se- 
lectmen caused specifications and detailed plans to be 
drawn up by Mr. F. A. Barbour of Boston, Mass., along 
the line of his report published in the town report fot 
the year ending January 31, 1921. 

The specifications were advertised and bids called for 
and received, and in each case contracts were awarded 
to the lowest bidder where the proposed bids coincided 
with the specifications. Operations were commenced on 
April 19, and water was run through the filter on July 
I of the same year. 

At all times Mr. Barbour furnished a competent man 
on the job, and we believe that through his efforts we 
were able to secure a first class job in every particular. 

Too much praise cannot be given Mr. Horace Chase, 
the engineer in charge, for his faithful work in seeing 
that all details of the specifications were carried out 
by the contractors. 

In installing a plant of this kind it is inevitable that 
expenses not taken into consideration in the estimates 
should creep in, and we found that a new roof on Well 
Number Two was a necessity, and a cement roof in keep- 
ing with other parts of the filter was constructed at a 
cost of approximately $1200. 

No estimates were made for transformers and other 
electrical parts, and many other smaller things, so that 
for the entire plant, including roof and other necessary 
expenses, the amount of $18,290.14 was expended. Six- 
teen thousand dollars of this was covered by the float- 
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ing of serial notes, and the remainder was paid from 
monies in the treasury not otherwise appropriated.

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Report of Highway Agent 


The permanent road construction consists of: 

Ist. About 450 feet on Union street, opposite the Con- 
eregational church. ‘The worn out surface was removed 
and used to build water bound macadam at the B. and» 
M. depot and Cottage street. Then the street was re- 
surfaced with trap rock, two coat penetration process, 
binder “B”, the first coat poured by hand and the second 
coat by distiibutor. 

2nd. Ambherst street from the Whittemore block to 
and including the junction of Grove and Summer streets _ 
was surfaced with crushed granite for first coat and part 
trap rock for second coat. Two coats of binder “B” 
were hand poured. 

3rd. One hundred and sixty feet of Elm street, 
abutting the state patrol road was rebuilt with trap rock, 
one coat penetration binder “B”. 

4th. The hill at the west end of High street was re- 
surfaced with one coat of binder “A” by distributor on 
granite. 7 

5th. The town crusher plant was set up on Federal 
hill road near Titus’ corner and stone walls were crushed 
to build 1500 feet of water bound macadam across the 
sand ‘bed at the foot of the hill. We spent $1324.71 (not 
including coal bill) on this section of road. 

6th. The plank bridge near the quarry landings on 
the Brookline road has been replaced by a reinforced 
concrete flat arch.

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Report of Fire Engineers 


The Board of Fire Engineers submit the following 
report for the year ending January 31, 1922: 


APPARAIYRUS 
Souhegan Hose Wagon, Eagle Hose wagon, Pine 
Valley Hose wagon, Motor Pumping Engine, Neptune 
Fire Engine and Hose reel; all equipped and in good 
condition. 


HOSE ON HAND 

3000 ft. 2% inch, 200 ft. 1% inch, in good condition. 

‘The wiring of the alarm lines has been in need of 
repairs and replacement for the last two or three years, 
but in view of the extremely high cost of line material, 
the Board of Engineers was reluctant to make the need- 
ed repairs uhtil a time when this material could be pur- 
chased at a reasonable price. The Board thought that 
with a small amount of repairing they would be able to 
get through the year, and were intending to ask for an 
appropriation this year for the needed repairs; but 
early in the year the system got a severe burning from 
a wire breaking and coming in contact with the electric 
lines, charging the whole system, burning out all con- 
nections in the battery room, and putting the whole sys- 
tem out of commission for practically two days. The 
trouble was repaired, and the system seemed to be in 
good working condition, but it kept getting worse from 
time to time, and last September the Board decided that 
it would be unsafe to put off needed repairs longer, so 
the entire lines of wire on South, Union, Elm, West, and 
part of Souhegan streets were replaced with three-ply 
weather-proof wire, and brought down from top of 
poles to point on poles between electric lines and tele- 
phone cables, as recommended by fire commissioners. 

The old wire that was taken down, which was the 
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bare iron wire used at that time, had been in service 
since the system was first installed, and was in many 
places so weather eaten and rusted as to be in practi- 
cally unserviceable condition. 

_ A lead cable was run from pole near the Oval to the 
battery room so that the wires from all three circuits 
pass through this cable from pole to battery room, and 
are now in an absolutely weather-proof condition. 

The cost of the material and labor for the repair 
work had been so reduced in price, that the Board were 
enabled to make the repairs for about one-half what it 
would have cost when it became evident that extended 
repairs to the line were needed; and in view of this fact 
the Board feel that they were justified in waiting, and 
are confident that they are now able to report that lines 
with the possible exception of Nashua street, are in the 
best condition today that they have been since the sys- 
tem was installed, and that the new wiring, according to 
the testimony of the line experts, will last for a period 
of from twenty to twenty-five years. 

The cost of the repairs, labor, material, etc., amount- 
ed to $1243.34, and not having money enough to pay for 
the work done, the Board are asking for an appropria- 
tion of $4200.00, so that they can settle the repair bill 
and have the usual amount for the Department the com- 
ing year. | 

During the past year there were 18 box alarms and 
38 still alarms. ‘Thirty four of the still alarms were 
answered by the motor truck and four by teams, and 
the Board firmly believe that the truck is a valtied addi- 
tion to the Department Apparatus.

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Shepard Park Commission 


To the Selectmen: 

At the annual Town Meeting in 1914, the first ap- 
propriation was made for the improvement of Shepard 
-Park, and a commission appointed, two members of 
which have served until the present time. 

We report at this time that there has been difficulty 
in the establishment of trees, owing to soil conditions, 
etc., but the fact that the trees set early which lived are 
making steady growth, and that very fine specimens are 
growing under similar conditions in the locality encour- 
ages us to believe that the trees will yet be satisfactory. 

The financial statement shows that a considerable 
part of the appropriation of-the past year has been ex- 
pended for replacements. We hope that much less will be 
necessary during the coming year. 

We wish to speak especially of the playground at the 
park. At the time of the first appropriation, no town 
money could legally be used for playgrounds. The Mil- 
ford Improvement Society presented as a gift $100 for 
this purpose. It was used for the baseball diamond and 
apparatus. 

After the 1915 session of the Legislature it was legal 
for towns to make appropriations for playgrounds, and 
some money has been expended each year since for this 
purpose. 

We had, we admit, some doubts as to the success of 
a public playground without supervision. The park is 
in constant use during the summer. No accidents or in- 
juries have occurred, and no complaints of disturbance 
have been reported by owners of adjoining property. We 
call attention to the fact that many of the young men 
who have represented the town in baseball during the 
past year received their early training and continue to 
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practice on these grounds. They manifest great interest 
in the park, and by freely giving of their time and labor, 
have greatly improved the playing field, a 

Mothers from other parts of the town bring their 
children to enjoy the apparatus available here. This 
leads us to suggest that small appropriations might be 
made to establish similar playgrounds in sections so lo- 
cated that the use of this park 1s inconvenient. 

The French and Heald Company presented early m 
the season to the park, new seats for the swings. We 
take this opportunity to publicly thank them. 

We respectfully recommend an appropriation of $100 
for the ensuing year.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Honorable Board of Water Commissioners: 


Gentlemen : 

I herewith submit my report for the year 1921. The 
activities of this department have been confined largely 
to the construction of our purification plant. Judging 
from reports which are coming in from the dead ends 
the plant is doing all that we expected. 

Our electric pump has worked entirely satisfactory. 
The cost of pumping water by electricity is decidedly 
less than by steam. Our average cost for the past year 
based on station expenses is $.039 per 1000 gallons, the 
water being pumped twice. The average cost by steam 
for the last three years was $.058 per 1000 gallons, the 
water being pumped once. . 

We have extended the six-inch main on Oak street 
100 feet and the four-inch main on North street 160 feet. 
We have replaced three old style hydrants with Corey 
hydrants, with independent gates. We have added eight 
services during the year, and installed 23 new meters. 

The plant at this time is in first class condition, as 
far as I know.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE MILFORD 
FREE LIBRARY FOR THE YEAR ENDING 
JANUARY 31, 1922. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Milford: . 

The trustees of the Milford Free Library submit 
herewith their 53rd annual report, together with the re- 
port of the librarian. 

At the annual meeting of the trustees on March 17, 
1921, Mr. Emory Heald was re-elected Chairman, Miss 
Ella M. Powers, Secretary, and Benjamin F. Prescott, 
Treasurer. Miss Secombe was re-elected librarian and 
Miss Miriam French, assistant librarian. 

By the conditions of the will of the second wife of _ 
the late Andrew Dutton, our library has received a gift : 
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of $150.00 from the Andrew Dutton estate. This gift 
was accepted at a meeting of the Board on November 
22, 1921. This gift is to be known as the Ella J. Dutton 
trust fund, the income of which will be used for library 
purposes. 


It is a great credit to our town that we have given 
such efficient and ever-growing service to the towns- 
people, but it is not a credit to our town to continue to 
do this increasing work year after year in the ptesent 
cramped and inadequate quarters, Our Free Library is 
an important branch of service to this town but im- 
proved and enlarged conditions are greatly needed. Each 
year this need grows more apparent. If some benev- 
olently-inclined resident or former resident would give 
us a suitable library building, we would deeply appreci- 
ate the gift, but as such a gift is not in sight, the town 
will of necessity be obliged to solve the problem and 
meet this burden in the near future. Changes are bound 
to occur and great progress has been made in the ser- 
vice given to Milford by the Free Library, yet the space 
remains the same and Milford stands face to face with 
a proposition for a new libraty building suitable for a 
town of this size and sufficient for the growing needs of 
its people. For several years every possible device has 
been resorted to in order to gain the additional room 
which is needed. Book stacks have been placed closer 
together in order to give an extra width to the east side 
of the room where three children’s tables have been 
placed, but this narrow-space is not a suitable children’s 
room. Book-cases have been re-arranged so that more 
space may be given for the teference department which 
has grown immeasurably, yet the one table and limited 
space about it is far from being satisfactory. By skill- 
fully planning, the librarian has a small table in one 
corner of the stack room which is her work room, repair 
department and supply room. When boxes of new books 
arrive they, of necessity, must be unpacked in the bock 
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room, often inconveniencing patrons of the library. Few 
business men could carry on a business year after year 
under such unsatisfactory circumstances and in so tm- 
ited space for their increasing work. Our librarian_ 
has in every way tried to overcome these inconveniences 
and obstacles. 


The trustees have discussed the feasibility of an ad- 
ditional room by annexing the Jewett store, also of an 
addition on the other side; either of these two suggest- 
ions would probably mean that Milford ‘would never 
have a separate and new library building. The Liver- 
more lot at the corner of Elm and Union streets would 
be an admirable location for a Milford library. The 
trustees do not recommend an addition to the present 
building, but do recommend that the townspeople give 
this matter serious thought. In what better way can 
money be invested than in raising the standard of the 
intelligence of our people? 


Our Milford Library ranks very high in the state 
in its efficiency. In proportion to the population it ranks 
second among towns of from one to five thousand inhab- 
itants. The fact that Milford has next to the highest 
average per capita among those towns is a cause for 
gratification. It speaks well for our town. Our service 
exceeds that of Littleton, Exeter, Wolfboro. Only Han- 
over exceeds in circulation per capita. We have reason 
to feel that one of our highest aims—that of increased 
patronage—has been accomplished. ‘This is largely due 
to the efforts of our librarian, who has given sixteen 
years of work to accomplish these results. 


The management of the various funds has been wise 
and yet, we regret we cannot yet use the interest from 
the Mary Ann and Dorcas Peabody fund for the terms 
state that the interest shall not be available until a suit- 
able children’s room is provided. 

After considering the budget for 1922 and planning 
for economy and high service, we recommend. that the 
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sum of $2200 be appropriated at the annual town meet- 
ing for the use of the Milford Free Library.

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REPORT OF THE LIBRARIAN 


‘lo the Trustees of the Milford Free Library: 

I, herewith, submit the report of the Milford Free 
Library for the year ending January 31, 1922. 

The library has been open 303 days for eight hours 
each day. 

The attendance in the adult reading room has been 
6,503. It would be difficult to state how many had used 
the children’s department for the purpose of reading 
there. : 

We are much pleased to report that the circulation 
was 40,218, an increase of 4,000 over that of the pre- 
ceding year. In i917 we had a 40,000 circulation, then 
the war conditions caused the circulation to drop, and ~ 
we have been hoping and working to get it up to 40,000 
again. ‘This means a per capita circulation of over ten. 

This year a scheme was worked out by which we 
could keep the circulation of the adult and juvenile 
books separate, although they have to be charged at 
the same desk. It has been very satisfactory and en- 
ables us to keep our circulation statistics in uniformity 
with library requirements. | 

There has been small increase in the number of 
volumes in the library this last year on account of the 
‘unusually large number of books discarded. Naturally . 
with such active conditions the books wear out very 
fast and also many were discarded as they had become 
obsolete and were occupying the space needed by more 
up-to-date books. 

We trust the people of Milford will soon arouse to 
the fact that their library is not given the accommoda- 
tions it should have. The present conditions are not 
worthy the town of Milford, nor adequate for the work 
the library is doing. With the exception of a very 
pleasant reading room for adults, the quarters are dark, 
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dirty, and overcrowded. The majority of New Hamp- 
shire towns, not nearly as large as Milford, can point 
with pride to attractive library buildings. 

Your librarian attended the annual meeting of the 
American Library Association at Swampscott last sum- 
mer and the state meeting at Keene in the fall. 

A neighborhood meeting was held here in May, at 
which five libraries were represented. Miss Kingsland, 
the Secretary of the New Hampshire Library Associa- 
tion, was present at that meeting.

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Report of School Board 


Milford schools have been conducted during the 
past year with reasonable efficiency and have met the 
state’s requirements in every particular. The instruc- 
tional and administrative sides will be discussed in the 
reports of the Superintendent and Headmaster, and 
will not be touched upon here. 

The physical property has been kept in repair, and 
such improvements made as the money available per- 
mitted. Chemical toilets at the Laurel school were in- 
stalled, are proving very satisfactory, and similar 
outfits should be installed at other rural buildings. 
Electric lights have been put in at Pine Valley. As 
usual there have been large plumbers’ bills. These 
seem to be inevitable. The largest item was for re- 
pairing a broken boiler at the White School. Teachers’ 
rooms have been built at the White and Brick build- 
ings. 

The practical arts courses, admittedly costly, we be- 
lieve are proving worth while. Milford high school was 
one of three in the state which fully met the federal 
requirements and we have received substantial finan- 
cial aid from the Smith-Hughes federal fund. 

Last fall we opened evening classes, as required by 
state law, in the high school building. The enrollment 
was small, and attendance has not been large. Costs 
of light, fuel and janitor service seemed out of propor- 
tion to the number of pupils, and by renting two rooms 
in the Red Cross house we have effected economies and 
provided suitable quarters. 

A year ago, at the annual meeting, there was no 
opposition to a plan suggested by the school board to 
close the North school and transport pupils to the vil- 
lage. Cost of transportation would be no more than 
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the cost of running the school. In the summer parents 
in fhe North district objected to having the school 
closed. The school board visited the parents of every 
pupil who might attend the school. In one case the 
transportation plan was favored. In every other in- 
stance there was strong objection to closing the school. 
Accordingly we engaged a teacher and have conducted 
the school. 


Had the objection developed at or before the annual 
meeting we should have urged that the North building 
be renovated before it was again used. It is next in 
line for repairs. It needs them badly. They should 
have been made last summer, but there was no appro- 
priation for that purpose. If the voters desire to grant 
the wish of the North district people that their school 
be kept open they should provide money to repair it 
substantially along the lines of the Laurel and Osgood 
buildings. 

The Shedd building was offered for sale, as voted 
at the 1921 meeting, and was purchased by Henry de- 
Montigny, who offered the highest bid. 

Federal Hill school was closed. temporarily early in 
the winter, because of illness in the teacher’s family. 
We found then that pupils from that district could be 
carried to the Osgood school at practically no extra 
expense, because the driver of our largest transporta- 
tion route, Willis Jewett, starts his daily trips from 
Federal hill and includes the Osgood district on his way 
to the village. Enrollment at Federal hill is now only 
eight pupils. Mrs. Marsh, the teacher, was willing to 
come to the village and take the First Grade room 
whose teacher resigned the first of February. Some pu- 
pils who had a long walk to Federal Hill school are now 
picked up at their homes by the school team and car- 
ried to Osgood school. On the whole it seems that 
better service, as well as economy, is obtained by clos- 
ing the Federal Hill school, which has been done. We 
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doubt if any school can be economically conducted for 
only eight pupils, unless there are unusual difficulties 
of transportation, which there are not at Federal hill. 


The fuel bills are large. The state will not allow us 
our full claims for fuel. That is because the state fig- 
ures.by the state average of per-room cost of heating, 
and Milford’s per-room cost is above the state average. 
Milford’s average is high because we have three steam 
heated buildings, all with separate heating plants. The 
same number of rooms in one big building, or in: 
buildings heated from one central heating plant, would 
be warmed with not much more than half the coal now 
needed. We believe no sensible manufacturer would 
go on, year after year, operating three factories in 
three parts of the village. He would combine them, 
and get many advantages besides fuel savings. Some- 
time Milford should build a big, central school. It has 
the nucleus and the land at the present high school. 
This has been spoken of in other reports in past years. 
It is offered here simply as a reminder, and an explana- 
tion of the fact that Milford’s fuel bills exceed state 
averages, whereas nearly all other items, except trans- 
portation, are average or below. 


For several years the price of books has been ab- 
normally high. We have purposely fallen behind in 
the replacement of worn out text books, waiting for a 
lower market. ‘The lower market has arrived, just as 
our books reached a condition where considerable pur- 
chases become imperative. 


Five years ago the high school boiler, now 28 years 
old, seemed incapable of longer service. By means of 
new tubes and plugs in leaking places we kept it going. 
We further relieved it by taking out the fan-and-hot-air 
system and putting in direct steam heat through 
radiators. Every summer the boiler inspector, after 
his annual interior survey, reports: “It MAY go through 
another winter.” 
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A visitor to the Brick school who climbs the steep 
ladder to the attic may, if the day is fair, see the blue 
sky through a hundred holes in the roof. And if it is 
stormy he will have trouble finding a spot where drip- 
ping water will not touch him. A new roof must be 
put on if we would save the timbers. 


The biggest problem the schools will have next year 
is an almost certain increase of more than fifty pupils 
in the high school. 

The present Senior class numbers 17. Next fall 
there will be 80 grammar school graduates eligible to 
attend the high school, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that 70 or more will enter. A Freshman class of 70 
replacing a graduating class of 17 will demand care- 
ful computations. The Superintendent, with the Head- 
master and School Board, have studied on it. 

It will be necessary to take one of the first-floor 
rooms, now used as a grade room, for the use of the 
high school, and provide another high school teacher. 
This will confine the high school building to the high 
school and the Seventh and Eighth grades. It will push 
more grade pupils into the other two buildings where, 
at present, there is no room for them. 


Fortunately at both the White and Brick buildings 
there are rooms of large dimensions which can be di- 
vided by partitions into two smaller rooms. In that 
way we can obtain four small rooms in place of two 
rooms which are now too large to be practical either 
for proper lighting or good teaching. 

The forty-odd high school pupils who come here 
from neighboring towns, besides yielding a substantial 
revenue in tuition money, are so scattered among the 
classes and the several courses that, even if they were 
all denied the privilege of returning next year, their 
elimination would not eliminate the need of another 
high school room and teacher. : 

The School Board feels that, with the schools under 
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the present system of statewide supervision, its duties 
are primarily those of agents or trustees of the district, 
for the maintenance and improvement of the plant and 
the best investment of the taxpayers’ money. We ac- 
cordingly leave the discussion of other matters to the 
Superintendent and Headmaster, whose reports follow.

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REPORT OF HEADMASTER OF HIGH SCHOOL 


To Mr. H. C. Bales, Superintendent of Schools, Milford: 


The following is my third annual report as Head- 
master of the Milford High School. We have had a 
successful year and the machinery is working smooth- 
ly and quietly. 

Our enrollment 1s creeping steadily back to the pre- 
war numbers and promises soon to surpass them. Up 
to the present time we have had one hundred seventy- 
four pupils, including ninety-nine girls and seventy- 
five boys. Forty-one of these are tuition pupils, coming 
from the towns of Ambherst, Bedford, Bennington, 
Brookline, Greenfield, Lyndeboro, Francestown and 
Mont Vernon. The Senior class is small this year, with 
only nineteen members, and this might make it appear 
that the school is decreasing in numbers or that an 
abnormally large number of students are dropping out 
without graduating. The explanation lies in the fact 
that this was the last wartime class to enter high school. 
When they entered, work was plentiful, wages were 
high, and the indications were that the war would con- 
tinue a year or two longer. Thus only a few over thirty 
Freshmen entered in the fall of 1918. All entering 
classes since then have had over fifty members, the pres- 
ent Freshman class numbering fifty-nine. After this 
year the Senior classes will have nearly forty members. 

The following table shows both the total enrollment 
for the year by classes, and the way in which the stu- 
dents have chosen the various curricula. A careful 
study of it will reveal the growth of and the demand 
for the several courses. The lower line of the table 
shows the enrollment on February first. Only four of 
those who have dropped out did so without giving a 
satisfactory reason. The others have left on account 
of illness, or because their families moved from town, 
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or because of threatened changes in train schedules.

_ There are at present nearly eighty pupils in the 
eighth grade in Milford. Judging by the proportion of 
grammar graduates who have entered high school dur- 
ing the past three years, I expect that about sixty-five 
of them will do so next fall. To this should be added 
from twelve to fifteen, which has been the usual num- 
ber of new students entering from the surrounding 
towns. This combination of a small graduating class 
in June and a large entering class in September indi- 
cates that we shall have more than two hundred 
students in the school next year. 

We now have about one hundred seventy desks 
available and shall therefore need at least thirty more 
if every pupil is to have his own desk. I am not sure 
where they could be placed. If enough students elect 
the Mechanic and Domestic Arts courses we shall have 
enough separate rooms for the accommodation of all 
classes. If only a few elect these courses we shall be 
rather crowded for recitation rooms. 

It will probably be necessary to have extra divisions 
in English I, Algebra I, French II, History I and IV, and 
in Economics and Business Practices. One section may be 
eliminated in the Domestic Arts course by combining 
the third year class in Nursing and Physiology with 
the fourth year class in Household Organization and 
Management. These classes are small and could easily 
be taught when combined, the two different subjects 
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being taught in alternate years. Nevertheless new di- 
visions will require the services of an extra teacher. 


Even if we do not have all of the extra 
sections mentioned above, a new teacher will be 
needed in order to divide up the work evenly and 
to take care of the study pupils. Last year most of the 
studying was done in rooms where no recitation was 
being carried on and the students were greatly benefited 
thereby. On account of an increase in the number of 
divisions, it has been impossible to do this during the 
present year, but I hope that we can resume this plan 
next year. 


Twenty-five boys and girls were graduated last 
» June. Sixteen of them entered higher institutions in 
September, as follows: one to Dartmouth College; one 
to Boston University; five to New Hampshire State 
Gonece, @ two to the Posse Gymnasium, in 
Boston; one to Keene Normal School; one to Miss 
Pierce’s School in Boston; two to the Chandler School 
for Women, in Boston; one to the Bentley School of 
Accounting, in Boston; one to the Worcester Trade 
School. One of these has withdrawn from school, but 
reports show that all of the rest are doing satisfactory 
work. All of the class who did not go on to school are 
engaged in profitable employment. 

An interesting and significant feature of last year’s 
graduating exercises was the presentation to the school 
by the class of a fund of one hundred dollars. The in- 
terest of the fund is to be used annually to provide the 
Class of 1921 Prize. The prize is to be awarded to the 
author of the best English essay written in accordance 
with the following conditions. , 


“This prize is to be known as the Class of 1921 Prize. 
During the year 1922, any member of the Junior or 
Senior Classes of the Milford High School may 
compete, but thereafter the contest will be limited to 
members of the Junior class. The subject of the essay 
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is to be some current topic, preferably one.of vital inter- 
est to the welfare of Milford. The subject is to be 
chosen by a committee composed of the Headmaster, 
Teacher of Junior English, and one member of the 
Class of 1921, whenever one of the latter is available. 
Whenever several members of the class are in Milford 
during the month of February they will select one of 
their number to act as a member of the above-mentioned 
committee. The subject shall be announced to the 
school not later than March first of each year, and the 
completed essays shall be in the hands of the English 
teacher not later than June first. The essays shall be 
the students’ own work and shail not be less than eight 
hundred words in length. ‘The judges shall be the per- 
sons who selected the subject. 

“The prize shall be a five dollar gold piece whenever 
possible. The name of the winner shall not be made 


known to anyone except the judges before the annual — 


graduation exercises, at which time and place the an- 
- nouncement of the winner and the award of the prize 
shall take place. Whenever possible the announcement 
and the award of the prize shall be made by a member 
of the, Class’ot 192172 

The attendance during the past year has been ex- 
cellent, averaging slightly over ninety-seven per cent. 
Ninety-two_per cent is considered satisfactory by the 
State Board of Education. In a state bulletin issued 
last summer, Milford was mentioned in a short list of 
schools whose attendance record for the preceding year 
was especially good. The number of tardinesses also 
was well within the number considered as satisfactory 
by the State Board. The following students were 
neither absent nor tardy during the school year 1920-

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For the present year, from the opening of school 
until the date of this writing, the attendance averages 
nearly ninety-eight per cent. 

We have been fortunate in retaining so many of last 
year’s teachers, only three changes being made. Miss 
Twombly returned to the English department after a 
years absence. Miss Marguerite Sawyer, a graduate 
of Milford High School and Wheaton College, takes 
the place of Miss Sturtevant in the French department. 
and Mr. Robert E. O’Neil, of Nashua, replaces Mr 
Cooley in the Mechanic Arts department. 

The quality of work being done by the students is 
steadily improving. This is no doubt largely due to 
che fact that more than half of the staff are here for 
their third or fourth year, while only two are new to 
the school this year. The teachers have found out what 
the pupils can do and the pupils now know about what 
the teachers will expect of them and the majority of 
them are trying to come up to expectations. Another 
thing that has stimulated some of the students has been 
the establishment of a system of honors. At the end of 
each quarter there has been published in the Milford 
Cabinet and announced in the school assembly the 
names of the pupils attaining honor rank. There are 
three groups of honors: 

First, High Honors, awarded to pupils who receive 
no mark lower than ninety per cent. 

Second, Honors, awarded to those whose average 
for all subjects is not lower than ninety, although they 
may receive less than that in a single subject. 

Third, Honorable Mention, awarded to those whose 
average for all subjects lies between eighty-seven and 
ninety per cent. 

The following students maintained the indicated 
ranks throughout the past school year:

Some of those named re- 
ceived during part of the year higher ranks than those 
mentioned in their averages. 


As stated above, the quality of the work being done 
is steadily improving. ‘Two years ago there seemed to’ 
be a general satisfaction with ranks that were merely 
passing. Last year there was a marked tendency to- 
wards better work, which is still continuing. Exam- 
ination of the ranks sent out recently, at the end of the 
second quarter, showed that seventy-eight pupils 
practically one-half of the whole school, had marks 
that averaged over eighty per cent, which is ten points 
above the passing mark. There were about ten in the 
school whose averages for all subjects were below 
seventy. Many of those with lower marks were members 
of the Freshman class who need more time to get ad- 
justed to the work of the high school. I find that, as a 
rule, the out-of-town pupils find it harder to get started 
than do the Milford boys and girls, but after they get 
settled down most of them make good students. During 
the quarter just closed, the marks of the Freshmen as 
a class showed a marked improvement over those of 
the first quarter. 

For the second quarter the following were the stu-

Many of those who are not doing so well ought to 
to do better and would do better if they would 
work harder. It would help if the parents would watch 
the report cards closely and if, when they see that their 
children are getting marks below “B”, they would re- 
quire them to spend at least two hours in home study 
each day. There are very few to whom this procedure 
- would be a real hardship and fewer still who would not 
greatly profit by it. 


Little need be said of the work of the various de- 
partments, except that they all met with the State re- 
quirements last year and are continuing to do so this 
year. The teachers are doing their work faithfully and 
efficiently. We are on the list of schools approved by 
the State Board of Education, and last spring we had 
renewed for three years the privilege of certificating 
pupils to the colleges which are members of the New 
England College Entrance Certificate Board, which in- 
cludes Amherst, Boston University, Brown, Tufts, Wes- 
leyan, Williams, Bowdoin and others. 


The English department is laying the foundation for 
a school paper. Under the direction of Miss Twombly 
and Miss Sawyer, the various classes in turn publish 
the different numbers. Two or three copies of each are 
made on the typewriter and passed around among the 
students. It is hoped that from these beginnings there 
may develop a paper large enough to be printed and 
sold. | 

Many of the townspeople attended and were well 
pleased with the exhibit of the work of the Mechanic 
Arts department which was held last spring. Work 
equally good is being done this year. 

During the present year the Domestic Arts depart- 
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ment has been favored with an assistant teacher. This 
was brought about through an arrangement with the 
Keene Normal School, whereby four of their Senior 
girls are each to spend one-fourth of the year here, 
helping with the teaching and with the management 
of the lunch counter. They give their services in return 
for the experience gained, and the work which they do 
here is credited to them as part of the work required 
for graduation at Keene. So far we have had some ex- 
ceptionally capable girls and both we and the Keene au- 
thorities are much pleased with the arrangement. The 
lunch counter is doing an increased business over last 
year, under the direction of Miss Hilliard. We have 
been fortunate in retaining the services of Mrs. Farwell, 
who is preparing the food and looking after the welfare 
of the younger children during the noon recess in a way 
that deserves the gratitude of both pupils and parents. 
Good food is being sold substantially at cost: for in- 
stance, milk and cocoa at three cents per glass, hot 
soups, stews, scalloped potatoes, macaroni and cheese, 
sandwiches, etc., at five cents per dish. 


Social, literary, and athletic activities have contri- 
buted to the enjoyment and well being of school life. 
Last spring the Senior play, Junior promenade and re- 
ception to the Seniors, and the Prize Speaking contest, 
were all successfully carried on. In the latter event first 
prizes were won by Rita Thomas and Carroll French, 
and second prizes by Gertrude Pirovano and Howard 
Hodgman. 


The club known as the Liberty Girls, which was 
formed during the war to do Red Cross work, seems to 
have passed out with the last graduating class. Its place 
has been taken by two patrols of Girl Scouts who have 
maintained the organization which they started when 
they were in the grades. 


Another interesting event during the last two sea- 
sons has been the Christmas visit of Milford High grad- 
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uates who have been spending their school and college 
vacations at home. They have been invited to visit the 
High School on a given day and on each occasion six 
or seven of them have talked to the school on both ser- 
ious and funny sides of college life. These talks 
have been both enjoyable and profitable, being espec- 
ially illuminating to some of the pupils who were unde- 
cided about entering college themselves, and whose 
ideas of the actual workings of a college were compar- 
able to their ideas of life on the planet Mars. 


The Senior class is planning to make a trip to Wash- 
ington during the spring vacation. The idea occurred 
to them when they counted up the profits of the Prom- 
enade which they held last spring. Their small num- 
bers made the plan seem feasible and they started in last 
fall with the firm determination of carrying it out. Since 
then they have worked hard to raise money. They have 
held a Hallowe’en party, a lecture on Porto Rico, sev- 
eral food sales, a campaign for subscriptions to the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, have sold chocolate, and finally 
have already held the Senior play, which was a huge 
success both artistically and financially. They now have 
in the neighborhood of $500 on hand, with eight more 
weeks in which to increase the fund. They are practi- 
cally sure of being able to make the trip at a very small 
expense to themselves and their parents. 


The boys’ and girls’ basketball teams and the base- 
ball teams have had successful seasons, all of them 
winning a majority of their games as well as getting a 
great deal of enjoyment out of them. The great difficul- 
ty for all the teams seems to be to find enough oppon- 
ents who are near enough to Milford to make it finan- 
cially possible to play them. The athletics are an in- 
centive to some students to do better work, because no 
boy or girl is allowed to represent the school on a team 
if he has ranks below seventy per cent in more than one 
subject and in that one his marks must be no lower than 
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sixty per cent. Miss Sawyer and Mr. O’Neil have done 
very efficient work in coaching the girls’ and boys’ 
teams. 

A soccer ball has been purchased and, when the 
weather has permitted, the boys have had a great deal 
of pleasure during the recess periods in playing soccer, 
under the direction of Mr. O’Neil. Plans are under dis- 
cussion whereby, later in the season, a competent Senior 
student may come here from Keene Normal School to 
instruct the girls in both indoor and outdoor games 
which would be suitable for them to play. Daily phys- 
ical exercises have been held as last year, outdoors dur- 
ing the spring and fall and indoors during the winter 
months.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Milford: 


I herewith submit my third annual report which is 
the seventeenth in the series of such reports. 


Organization of Supervisory Union No. 40 
The grouping of school districts of last year has 
been continued and apportionment of joint expenses de- 
termined by the four school boards of the union as 
follows: Amherst one fourth; Brookline one sixth; Mil- 
for one half; Mont Vernon one twelfth. 


Teachers and Instruction 


A teacher, a pupil, and a place are said to be enough 
to constitute a school. This emphasizes the fact that the 
teacher and the pupil are the chief factors while books, 
buildings, etc., are but valuable accessories. At present 
the supply is greater than during the war period but 
there is yet a shortage of well-trained teachers. The 
few vacancies which have occurred since last year have 
have been filled as follows: 

Miss Mildred Merrill, a graduate of. Keene Normal 
and with one year’s experience, takes the place of Miss 
Platt in grades 4 and 5 at the White School. 

Mrs. Eveline Marsh, whose experience covers eighteen 
years, over fifteen of which have been in Milford, will 
take charge of the first grade room at the Brick School, 
recently vacated by Miss Hutchinson. 

Miss Mabel Smith was engaged to assist Miss Suther- 
land, who has sixty-two third graders in one room. 

Miss Kathryn Clarkin, whose experience since grad- 
uating from Keene Normal School covers two and one- 
half years, teaches the Pine Valley School where Miss 
Goldman had charge for three years. 
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Mrs. Alice Jennison was appointed at the North 
School. Mrs. Jennison is a graduate of Worcester Nor- 
mal School and has taught nine years. 


The three changes in the High School staff are fully 
explained in the report of Headmaster Hills. 


There is one feature in the Milford school system 
that 1s becoming a serious handicap to effective teaching, 
and that is the excessive number of pupils per teacher. 
Several rooms have too large an enrollment now with a 
distinct lowering of the teaching possibilities. The 
table below shows that the number of pupils per 
teacher is too large. Congestion points are in grades 3 
and 4. The average number of pupils in elementary 
schools, excluding the rural schools, is now 42. An av- 
erage decrease of only three per room would make an- 
other room with 39 pupils. The only just solution is for 
provision to be made whereby the combination of two 
grades in one room may eventually be eliminated. 
Present enrollment justifies two rooms each for grades 
I-2-3-4. Any policy accomplishing this should consider 
that with the school population growing at the present 
rate, it will not be long before the upper four grades will 
need to be similarly provided for.

A complete discussion of the possibilities for re- 
lieving the congestion in the elementary and in the High 
School will be found in the report of the School Board. 
The chief advantages of the proposed changes will 
accrue to the pupils’ benefit. It is only fair to state that 
teachers have been very loyal and are doing their best 
under the existing conditions. 

A constant effort has been made toward the improve-

ment of instruction and professional advancement of 
teachers through frequent teachers’ meetings, by 
demonstrations in the classrooms, by visits to other 
schools, and by attendance of teachers at educational 
meetings in the State, and summer session of the Normal 
and other schools. The State conducts an annual State 
teachers’ convention in the fall in October. This was 
held last year at Concord and all teachers and the Su- 
perintendent attended for one or two days. A county 
institute was held in Nashua on February 2. ‘The 
Superintendent and nearly all of the teachers attended 
this meeting. A small institute was held at Weare on 
November 16 and was attended by the Superintendent. 
This meeting proved to be very practical and helpful, 
as the small number in attendance permitted free anc 
full discussion. In a series of local teachers’ meetings 
held recently, a careful study of English, including 
language and grammar, has been made with the object 
of concentrating the school work upon the points of 
need and difficulty. For the next few weeks Milford 
teachers have unanimously expressed their desire to 
make an intensive study of some professional book in 
education. 

In order that school work may be properly evaluated 
and the fundamentals emphasized, standard tests and 
scales have been used this year. Spelling and writing 
scales are in constant use in the school-rooms with a 
very evident stimulus to the pupils. Arithmetic tests 
have been given, weaknesses located, and plans formu: 
lated to correct the difficulties. ‘The great benefit of 
such tests and scales comes from the fact that they are 
based upon work actually performed by very large num- 
bers of pupils throughout the country. Thus a standard 
which a pupil ought to attain is fairly and reasonabls 
found and made available for common use. 

The study of penmanship has ever been a trying one 
for all of us. Systems of writing come and go until 
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many of us seem to acquire no system at all. Some 
things that all can agree upon as desirable are legibility, 
uniformity in spacing and slant, reasonable speed, and 
finally automatic skill. To this end one style of writing 
should be taught and a standard for measuring results 
should be used. Such a standard we have in the Ayres’ 
scale which is in common use in our schoolrooms. By 
comparing specimens of writing with the scale, a pupil 
may score his own work and also see what are his weak 
points. 

For the actual instruction*by the teachers, much re- 
mains to be accomplished because, as in music, a su- 
pervisor is needed to make the work unified and progres- 
sive through all grades. When this idea of supervisor 
-was recently mentioned at a teachers’ meeting, decided 
approval of the plan was immediately and_ strongly 
voiced. 

During the last two years, an effort has been made to 
put the work in music on a more systematic and unified 
basis. Miss Blanche T. Gane was engaged as music 
supervisor about a year ago and entered enthusiastically 
into the work, giving two days per week to class room 
instruction. Her musical program at the High School 
graduation in June, 1921, was especially good and 
showed clearly the value of music in our schools. Plans 
for this year included a public mid-year concert by the 
pupils with the object, in part, of getting funds. for fur- 
ther equipment of books and sheet music. Unfortu- 
nately, illness in Miss Gane’s family required that she 
give up the work entirely. Her place has been filled by 
the appointment of Miss Gertrude M. Quigley of North 
Chelmsford, Mass. Miss Quigley is a _ graduate of 
Lowell Normal School and has had several years of ex- 
perience. She is carrying on the work started by Miss 
Gane and plans to have the public concert before the 
end of the school year. 

The tools of instruction are books, apparatus, sup- 
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ples and equipment in general. Like all tools, best 
results are secured when materials are of the highest 
quality and care of the best. Many books are needed 
both to replace worn-out sets and to replace antiquated 
editions. During the war period, prices were very high 
and few books were purchased. A year ago, new Amer- 
ican histories for grades 7 and 8 were purchased and 
recently geographies have been supplied in part. Be- 
fore the opening of a new year, geographies and gram- 
mars should be brought completely up to date; histories 
should be purchased for grade 5, and a large amount of 
reading material should be secured for grades 1, 2, 3, 
and 4. The High School books will require several re- 
newals and considerable additional material to supply 
the expected increased enrollment. The budget, as may 
be noted, calls for a considerable increase in the text 
book item. 

Supplies are much less expensive than two years ago. 
In anticipation of high prices, a considerable stock was 
purchased before prices advanced and a large saving of 
money resulted. The needs for next year are normal 
and can be filled at reasonable prices now. 

For replacement of apparatus and equipment, no 
large items are needed. The High School laboratory 
will have to have a few things, as usual, but the greatest 
need is for up-to-date maps, to replace worn-out or in- 
correct sets. New equipment needed includes small 
chairs for grades 1-2-3, additional seats for the High 
School assembly hall, chemical toilets and stove 
jackets for rural schools, and adjustable shades. 


Program of Study 
The 1921 edition of the program of study for ele- 
mentary schools, as issued and recommended by the 
State Board of Education, has not been adopted in its 
entirety. Instead of extending the formal study of ge- 
ography downward into grade 3, expansion has been 
made upward into grade 7, to begin in September, 1922, 
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so that grades 4 and 5 will now complete a descriptive 
study of geography, using book one of a two book series. 
Grades 6 and 7 will'use book two of the same series 
which covers all countries but lays emphasis upon the 
industrial and commercial side with much problem work 
and much attention to method of study. Grade 8 will 
have elementary science as heretofore. Other studies 
for grades I-VI will be given as in the recommended 
program. 

Grades 7 and 8 will continue to have departmental 
instruction but will not be organized as a Junior High 
School and should not be so named. An approved 
Junior High School calls for foreign language work, 
concrete mathematics and practical arts.

In the High School, the enrollment in the Domestic 
Arts curriculum has been rather small but the proportion 
of pupils taking this curriculum is as high as in most 
schools about the state. If the next Freshman class 
shows a small registration for Domestic Arts, it may 
be a good policy to discontinue the Domestic Arts cur- 
riculum as such by making the several subjects in this 
curriculum electives in other curricula. This is already 
done in Concord and some other High Schools. 


Evening School 
An opportunity exists here in Milford for free in- 
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struction in the English language for men and women 
of all ages. 

Three classes are meeting three times each week with 
a total of sixty sessions during the winter. ‘Two classes 
meet at the Red Cross House with Mr. and Mrg. O’Neil 
as teachers. The third class was organized by Miss 
Felli at the Laurel School, and has been continued by 
Miss Young since Miss Felli left town. 

The enrollment has fallen off considerably since two 
years ago, but this same condition seems to prevail about 
the State, now that the stimulus of the war has dis- 
appeared. 


Exhibitions and Prizes 


Again General Frank E. Kaley has continued his 
offer to finance a prize speaking contest. In fact, he 
has proposed that it become an annual affair. Plans 
are already started which may result in giving many 
more pupils than heretofore the benefit of training in 
public speaking. The public contest will probably oc- 
cur in May. 

The Class of 1921 of the Milford High School is to 
be commended for its gift of $100.00 to the school to 
provide an annual prize in English under conditions 
which are fully explained in Headmaster Hills’ report. 


Health and Recreation 


Two medical inspections, as usual, have been given 
to all pupils with results as follows: 

Underweight 117; Defective vision 69; Anaemia 4; 
Defective teeth 319; Hypertrophied tonsils 113; Pedi- 
culosis 18; Scabies 2; Enlarged glands 2. 

The school physicians, Drs. Hinds, Hutchinson and 
Proctor, state that the physical exercise program which 
is in operation now for the second year has made a not- 
iceable improvement in the pupils. This physical in- 
struction and practice is conducted for all pupils in all 
schools. Its greatest value seems to be in the perform- 
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ance of simple physical exercises regularly rather than 
through the mastery of a complicated and strenuous pro- 
gram. Mr. O’Neil is directly responsible for this work 
and has given considerable time to it. Pupils frequent- 
ly act as leaders after being trained by Mr. O’Neil. 

A noon lunch has been continued as last year under 
the general supervision of Miss Hilliard, the Domestic 
Arts teacher. The pupils seem to appreciate this ar- 
tagement and patronize the counter daily. It may not 
be fully known that all elementary pupils in the village 
who bring their lunches to school are required to report 
at the High School building during the noon hour, un- 
less excused. They are under careful supervision from 
the time school closes in the morning until it re-opens 
in the afternoon. Mrs. Farwell is in charge, the same as 
last year. 


One feature of recreation is not as well developed as 
it should be. Playground areas and playground ap- 
paratus are inadequate at most schools. The High 
School grounds are large enough but apparatus is in- 
sufficient. The Brick School lacks apparatus, and the 
White School, both grounds and apparatus. Most of 
the rural schools have ample space, but the Laurel 
School alone has such things as_ swings- and teeter- 
boards. : 


Attendance 


The per cent of attendance for the school year 1920- 
1921 was high—97 for High School and 06 for all 
schools. The average number of tardinesses per pupil 
was less than two, a figure that is not considered ex- 
cessive. ‘This indicates that pupils and parents appreci- 
ate the value of promptness and _ regularity, and are 
making a good effort to keep up the standard. Some 
cases, of course, have required the attention of the 
tatendance officer as hte following report of cases in- 
vestigated by Mr. Reidle will show:

Mr. Reidle resigned as truant officer as of December 
31, 1921. His place was filled by the appointment of 
G. Homer Lane. 


Transportation 


Although it is always a hard matter to arrange trans- 
portation routes to the greatest advantage for pupils 
and at reasonable cost, much can be done in the way of 
providing suitable conveyances and drivers. The situ- 
ation in Milford has been adequately worked out in 
most respects. Mr. Jewett serves the Osgood School 
and the upper graders for the village in one route with 
a pair of horses. Mr. Adams takes care of the southwest 
corner of the town and Pine Valley, using a combination 
of horse and automobile. Mr. E. W. Trow drives in 
from the north with five upper grade pupils. Mr. Bar- 
tolo Moniga operates a small route from below East 
Milford, and Mr. Trombly brings his children in from 
the Chase farm. The school law still requires that 
pupils living two miles or more from the school to 
which they are assigned shall be transported. 


Legislation and Costs 
The changes in the school law of 1919 as made by 
the Legislature of 1921 were briefly explained in last 
year’s report. It was there stated that school officers 
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elected at the annual March meeting would begin their 
term of office with the fiscal year or July 1 next follow- 
ing. This was changed by the legislature at the last 
moment so that it applies to the treasurer only. Approv- 
ed demands upon the State for state aid for support of 
elementary schools have each year exceeded the amount 
available to meet them and the legislature of 1921 had 
to provide for a deficiency which had accumulated since. 
i919. To avoid this situation again the basis. of dis- 
tribution was changed so that now approved net de- 
mands of qualifying districts are met as follows: 

ane “If in any year the approved claims of the sever- 
al districts entitled to state aid shall be in excess of the 
appropriation a sufficient number of districts shall be 
omitted from the distribution to bring the total amount 
of the grants within the limits of the appropriation. The | 
eliminated districts shall be those in which payments 
for current local expenditures for public education, as 
measured in dollars and cents per one thousand dollars 
of equalized valuation, were, during the previous year, 
the lowest ; except that the state board shall have author- 
ity in its discretion to withhold from such general dis- 
tribution an amount not exceeding five per cent of the 
appropriation for state aid which it may use to furnish 
additional aid to districts where special need exists........ 
Paks ia The sum total of aid granted in any year to 
any district or to all the districts of any one town, shall 
not exceed $6000.” 

This and the equalized valuation basis are a decided 
improvement because now those districts which need 
the aid most are in general. getting it, while those ‘dis- 
tricts which have raised the least for all school purposes 
per $1000 of equalized valuation have been the first to 
be eliminated. More than all, however, is the chance 
for many of the poorer districts to have better teachers 
and better facilities than ever before.
